REPORT  OF  THE.  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH, 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Floys  ton  Urban  District  Council. 

Gentlemen^, 


I  regret  the  delay  in  submitting  my  report  for  the 
year  1939-  Circumstances  over  which  I  have  no  control  have 
made  it  impossible  to  compile  correct  statistics.  I  have ^ now 
received  the  necessary  information  and  have  pleasure  in  giving ^ 
you  an  account  of  the  work  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Authority. 


The  general  health  of  the  township  during  the  year 
has  been  good.  There  have  not  been  any  epidemics  of  importance 
but  there  have  been  sporadic  cases  of  infectious  disease 
scattered  over  the  whole  district.  Better  housing  and  the 
reduction  of  the  overcrowding  have  contributed  to  the  prevention 
of  infection  spreading. 


During  the  year  and  particularly  auring  the  last  few 
months  Civil  Defence  occupied  almost  the  whole  time  of  the 
various  health  services  and  an  enormous  amount  of  work  was  done 
to  protect  the  civil  population.  A  mobile  First  Aid  Unit  was 
^allocated  to  your  township  and  a  wonderful  response  vms  made 
to  the  appeal  for  volunteers.  Training  of  these _ went  on 
intensively^  and  this  quickly  resulted  in  an  efficient 
organisation  ready  to  cope  'with  any  casualities  which  might 
occur  in  your  area. 


An  Auxiliary  Fire  Service  is  under  the 
and  is  now  part  of  the  Sanitary  Service.  Frequent 
have  been  carried  out  and  the  co-operation  oi  the 
personnel  has  produced  great  efficiency.

Industrial  conditions  in  the  area  improved _ during 
the  late  part  of  the  year.  This  improvement  was  essentialy  due 
to  the  increased  amount  of  coal  and  coal  products  required  lor 
war  service  and  as  a  result  unemployment  figures  dropped 
considerably. 


The  Child  V/elfare  Clinic  has  carried  out  a  good 
work,  and  the  Ante-Natal  Clinic  lias  had  an  increased  number  of 
patients  attending  for  examination  and  advice. 


The  District  Nursing  Service  is  most  efficient, 
and  the  work  entailed  is  almost  too  much  for  one^nurse.  In 
the  list  of  statistics,  I  am  shov;ing  the  number  of  cases  treatea 
and  the  visits  made. 

Voluntary  Hospitals  used  are  the  General  Infirmary, 
the  VJomen’s  Hospital  at  Leeds,  and  the  Beckett  Hospital,  Barnsley. 


Infectious  diseases  are  treated  at  the  Kendray 
Isolation  Hospital.  There  is,  ho\iever,  a  tendency  to  treat 
Scarlet  Fever  cases  where  they  can  be  properly  isolated  at 

home .  ,  ^  . 

The  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  is 

almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  various  Tuberculosis  Officers 
of  the  County  Council. 

An  efficient  ambulance  service  for  residents  of  the 
tovmship  is  imaintained  partly  by  grants  from,  your  Counci3-  ana 
partly  by  a  voluntary  committee.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Second 
Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  this  department,  being  for  the 
year  ended  51st  December,  1959^  S'nd  prepared  in  accordance 
v/ith  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1961, 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  District, 

(a)  Water  Supply, 

The  Township  received  its  water  supply  in  bulk 
from  the  County  Borough  of  Barnsley,  being  served  by  the  U, 
D.  Co  mains  from  a  reservoir  at  Smithies  Hill,  The  supply 
throughout  the  year  vvas  satisfactory  both  as  to  quality  and 
quantity. 


The  total  consumption  during  the  year  in  Roys ton 
(exclusive  of  the  amount  supplied  to  the  I'Vakefield  Rural 
District  Council)  was  42,290,000  gallons,  which  represents 
an  average  daily  consumption  of  14°9d:  gallons  per  head.
